COVER  STORY 


Illustrated  on  the  cover  of  this  issue  (x3)  is  a  lightweight  aureus  of  the  Emperor 
Valerian  I  (A.D.  253-260).  Numbered  CG2  on  the  Sales  List  it  weighs  1.80  gms. 

The  gold  coinage  of  Valerian  presents  serious  difficulties,  the  irregularity  in  size  and 
weight  of  the  pieces  being  so  great  that  it  would  almost  seem  that  their  issue  was  not 
governed  by  any  fixed  standard.  Weights  of  these  coins  have  been  recorded  at  less  than 
two  grammes  and  over  six  grammes. 

Valerian  had  held  various  offices  until  his  appointment,  in  the  reign  of  Decius,  as 
Censor.  After  receiving  news  of  the  revolt  of  Aemitian,  Callus  ordered  Valerian  to 
come  to  his  assistance  with  an  army  drawn  from  the  Rhone  garrisons.  Aemitian, 
however,  acted  too  swiftly  and  Valerian  was  still  in  Raetia  when  he  heard  of  the  death  of 
Callus.  1  le  was  immediately  proclaimed  Emperor  by  his  troops  and  proceeded  to  invade 
Italy.  After  the  murder  of  Aemilian  he  was  left  undisputed  master  of  the  Empire. 

In  A.D.  260,  whilst  advancing  through  Mesopotamia,  his  army  was  surrounded  and 
he  was  captured  by  the  Persians.  1  le  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  miserable  captivity 
in  Persia,  the  date  of  his  death  being  unknown.  Gavin  Manton

Croker's  Medal  of  Queen  Anne's  Bounty,  1704. 

The  handsome  silver  medal  (U.l  10  in  the  May 
Bulletin)  appears  to  have  attracted  little  recent 
attention,  though  the  subject — the  remission  to 
the  Church  by  the  Crown  of  the  first-fruits  and 
tenths  which  had  been  part  of  its  revenues  since 
Henry  VIII  supplanted  the  Pope  as  head  of  the 
Ecclesia  Anglicana ,  in  order  to  supplement  the 
poorest  stipends  and  help  in  the  provision  of 
parsonages — is  one  of  permanent  interest,  and 
for  that  reason  the  National  Museum  of  Wales 
bought  the  specimen. 

However,  to  draw  a  bow  at  a  venture,  it 
seems  to  the  writer  that  the  kneeling  figures  of 
the  clergy  are  sufficiently  characterised  as  to 
prompt  a  guess  at  their  identification.  Arch¬ 
bishop  Tenison  of  Canterbury  ( 1695-1715)  and 
Archbishop  Sharp  of  York  (1691-1714,  the 
numismatist)  are  easy  claimants  for  the  first  two 
places  from  the  left.  Bishop  Compton  of  Lon¬ 
don  (1673-1713)  is  a  fair  choice  for  no. 3,  fol¬ 
lowed  just  possibly  by  Bishops  Talbot  of  Oxford 
(1699-1715)  and  Moore  of  Norwich  (1691- 
1707).  Names  could  not  have  been  so  readily,  if 
tentatively,  suggested,  however,  were  it  not  for 
my  old  friend  and  colleague,  John  Ingamells’s, 
The  English  episcopal  Portrait  1559-1835,  A 
Catalogue  (Paul  Mellon  Centre,  1981). —

I  have  read  your  “cover  story”  in  the  June 
edition  of  the  Bulletin  and  am  sorry  to  note  one 
very  serious  inaccuracy.  The  Edward  VI  crown 
pieces  were  all  issued  from  the  Tower  Mint — 
Southwark  was  closed  in  July  1551,  and  appar¬ 
ently  Sir  John  Yorke  ( Y)  was  transferred  to  the 
Tower.  Minting  of  crowns  began  in  October 


1551  (your  own  letter  to  the  mint  dated 
25.9. 1551  confirms  this)  so  therefore  no  crowns 
could  have  been  minted  in  Southwark. 

You  might  also  be  interested  to  turn  to  my 
article  published  in  your  Bulletin  some  years 
ago,  in  which  I  gave  details  of  obverse  and 
reverse  die  varieties  not  noted  in  the  Lingford 
sales  catalogue;  since  then  I  have  listed  others, 
and  now  have  21  obverse  varieties  and  27  re¬ 
verse  varieties  of  Edward  VI  crowns. 

Perhaps  I  might  also  mention  in  reference  to 
this  coin  that  the  introduction  of  a  large  silver 
coin  was  partly  to  equal  the  continental  practice 
of  issuing  large  silver,  and  partly  to  emphasize 
the  reliability  of  the  new  coinage  at  1  loz.  ldwt. 
fine  instead  of  3  oz. — E.  JOHN  WOOD-

THE  COINAGE  OK  THE  B  AR  KOKH  B  A 
W  AR  by  Leo  Mildenberg.  Tvpos  VI  Verlag 
Sauerliinder,  Aarau  und  Frankfurt  am  Main. 
1984.  251  x  190  mm.  396  pp.,  44  plates,  17  text 
tigs.,  3  maps.  Cloth.  £80. 

1  lie  Second  Revolt  of  the  Jews  against  their 
Roman  masters  began  in  A.D.  132  during  the 
reign  of  Hadrian.  The  Jewish  leader  was  Shi- 
m'on  ben  Kosiba,  later  called  'Bar  kokhba’, 
'Son  of  the  Star' .  He  called  himself  Shim'on 
Prince  of  Israel  and  for  three  brief  years,  until 
the  autumn  of  135,  he  and  his  people  defied 
Rome.  I  hey  had  little  hope  against  the  Roman 
machine  despite  the  justness  of  their  cause  and 
their  indomitable  spirit.  Copying  Rome,  they 
realised  that  a  prime  necessity  was  a  coinage  of 
their  ow  n,  of  their  declared  independent  Jewish 
State.  They  created  the  necessary  coins  by  the 
expedient  of  taking  circulating  coins  and  over- 
striking  them,  silver  and  bronze,  with  designs 
that  were  totally  and  obviously  Jewish.  Such 
then  is  the  essential  background  to  Dr  Milden- 
berg’s  work,  to  create  a  corpus  ol  the  known 
coins  iif  this  short  but  emotive  period.  His 
book,  however,  goes  fa i  beyond  this. 

Dr  Mildenberg  notes  that  the  original 
groundwork  for  this  Bar  Kokhba  corpus  began 
in  1940.  A  World  War  and  44  years  later  it  has 
come  to  fruition  with  this  magnificent  study. 
The  major  part  of  the  book  (pp.  123-344)  is 
taken  up  with  the  catalogue,  as  befits  a  corpus 
approach.  Only  coins  that  could  be  studied  in 
actuality,  or  via  good  illustrations,  are  listed. 
As  Dr  Mildenberg  rightly  notes,  unless  such 
hard  guidelines  are  accepted  and  followed 
there  is  room  for  too  much  duplication  of 
citation  as  coins  pass  from  hand  to  hand, 
change  their  appearance  upon  cleaning,  etc. 
Careful  establishment  of  the  sequence  of  the 
Bar  Kokhba  coinage  was  not  an  easy  task 
because,  despite  its  short  duration,  it  was  quite 
extensive.  Identification  was  not  helped  by  the 
circumstances  of  till  the  types  being  overstruck. 
However,  a  very  close  chronology  of  the  dies 
used  has  been  established  here  by  Dr  Milden¬ 
berg.  Curiously,  till  the  coins  have  ti  vertical  die 
axis,  implying  ti  fixed  or  hinged  pair  of  dies 
being  used — -an  unusual  feature  in  a  rebel  or 
unofficial  coinage.  The  other  important  techni¬ 
cal  feature  to  note  is  the  very  round  circumfer¬ 
ence  coupled  with  ti  vertical  edge  that  is  evident 
on  the  silver  coins.  I  he  catalogue  notes  the  die 
links  tmd  exhaustively  tabulates  the  identified 
examples  of  each  specimen,  fables  of  the  die 
links  (pp.  358-64)  graphically  illustrate  the 


cohesion  of  the  dies  and  sequences  employed 
This  detailed  numismatic  information  about 
the  coins  is  well  supported  by  the  extensive 
series  of  plates  which  are  produced  to  a  very 
high  standard  indeed.  Too  often  a  study  of  this 
nature  is  faulted  by  its  plates;  here  one  can  only 
congratulate  all  concerned  in  presenting  such 
clearly  readable  images. 

From  all  this  in-depth  analysis  much  new 
information  emerges.  The  evidence  comes 
from  the  29  Bar  Kokhba  coin  hoards  found 
between  1889  and  1982  and  the  examination  of 
the  hundreds  of  other  coins  in  public  collections 
and  private  hands.  Chronological  order  of  the 
die  combinations  is  established  (602  die  couples 
are  recorded,  including  95  specimens  from  one 
tetradrachm  die  pair).  The  obvious  question 
that  immediately  presents  itself  is  how  exten¬ 
sive  was  the  coinage  in  the  light  of  evidence 
such  as  this.  It  seems  clear  that  the  dies  had  a 
long  life,  despite  the  fact  that  they  were  manu¬ 
factured  by  ostensibly  untrained  mint'  person¬ 
nel  and  that  they  were  always  used  for  restrik¬ 
ing  on  existing  coins,  never  for  manufacturing 
new  coins. 

In  the  introductory  text  (pp.  13-109)  prior  to 
the  corpus  listing.  Dr  Mildenberg  examines 
many  facets  of  the  coinage  and  the  new  facts 
that  have  emerged  from  his  analytical  study.  1  le 
outlines  the  numismatic  methodology,  the 
gathering  of  the  material  and  the  die  compari¬ 
son  method,  and  then  turns  to  the  numismatic 
evidence  of  coin  manufacture  of  the  rebel  mint. 
T  his  includes  till  aspects  from  the  cutting  of  the 
dies,  obtaining  the  flans  to  be  used,  the  metals, 
types,  legends  and  a  discussion  of  the  hoards 
and  the  size  and  structure  of  the  coinage. 

For  a  full  appreciation  of  the  coins  in  the 
corpus  it  is  necessary  to  know  their  background 
and  this  is  presented  as  ‘The  Origin  of  the  Bar 
Kokhba  Coinage',  followed  by  Historical  Con¬ 
clusions'.  As  Dr  Mildenberg  records  unfortu¬ 
nately.  a  history  of  the  Bar  Kokhba  War  has  not 
yet  been  written,  taking  into  full  consideration 
the  crucial  primary  sources  now  available'  1  he 
late  Leo  Kadman  had  intended  to  write  a  his¬ 
torical  introduction  to  Dr  Mildenberg's  numis¬ 
matic  corpus,  but  his  death  in  1963  precluded 
this.  Leo  Mildenberg's  researches  and  exempl¬ 
ary  publication  here  of  the  numismatic  material 
puts  every  scholar  and  numismatist  concerned 
with  this  period  deeply  in  his  debt  Forty-four 
years  since  the  first  groundwork  w  as  done  of  the 
corpus  is  a  long  time  but.  circumstances  apart 
that  delayed  it,  it  is  time  well  spent  that  pro-

duces  a  magisterial  volume  like  this.  One  can¬ 
not  deny  that  the  published  price  is  high  at  lirst 
consideration,  but  is  it  really  so  when  the  high 
standard  of  publication  is  examined,  the  erudi¬ 
tion  of  the  contents  and  its  unchallenged  auth¬ 
ority.  In  many  instances  second-hand  copies  of 


older  standard  works  cost  the  numismatist 
scholar  far  more  than  the  published  price  of  this 
volume.  This  is  now,  without  a  doubt,  the 
corner  stone  of  numismatic  studies  relating  to 
the  Second  Jewish  Revolt  against  Rome,  the 
Bar  Kokhba  War.

THE  COINS  OF  THE  BRITISH 

IN  INDIA: 

A  BOMBAY  PRESIDENCY  PICE 

DATED  1728 

by 

PAUL  STEVENS 


In  1728  a  new  copper  coinage  was  authorised  for  the  Bombay  Presidency  of  the  East 
India  Company.  This  issue  consisted  of  double,  single  and  half  pice  and  is  recorded  by 
Major  Pridmore  as  1728-1749.  GRType,  Pr.  Nos.  99-106.  The  practice  of  striking  coins 
with  dies  that  were  too  big  for  the  tlans  hits  meant  that  specimens  of  the  pice  and  half  pice 
have  not  been  recorded  with  clear  dates,  although  a  date  series  has  been  established  for 
the  double  pice.  The  present  report  records  the  discovery  of  a  one-pice  coin  clearly 
dated  1728.

ELIZABETH  I  HAMMERED 
THREEPENCES:  A  RESPONSE

I  am  compelled  to  respond  to  Dr  J.  R.  Hulett  (June  Bulletin ,  pages  199-200)  with  regard 
to  his  comments  on  the  research  he  has  recently  undertaken  on  the  hammered 
threepences  of  Elizabeth  I.  My  own  researches  on  these  pieces  are  far  more  extensive 
even  for  the  items  listed  in  the  Bulletin  as  I  hold  records  back  to  January  1948.  Had  Dr 
Hulett  gone  back  just  another  three  months  to  October  1949  he  would  have  found  listed 
the  earlier  Carlyon-Britton  threepences. 

Dr  Hulett  seems  to  confuse  I.  D.  Brown's  reasons  for  not  assessing  the  relative 

scarcity  of,  inter  alia,  the  threepences  in  his  paper  (BNJ  XXVIII,  1957).  Brown  based 

his  frequency  ratio  on  shillings  and  sixpences  purely  because  his  frequency  study  was 

limited  to  hoard  information.  The  number  of  coins  of  the  smaller  denominations  found 
t 

in  hoards  was  (and  remains)  too  small  to  base  any  frequency  ratio  thereon  and  I  submit 
that  Dr  Hulett’s  own  table  is  likewise  based  on  too  small  a  sample.  He  is  correct  in 
assuming  that  individual  specimens  appear  for  sale  more  than  once  but  the  Rose  1565 
coins  he  cites  as  an  example  of  this  were  definitely  different  specimens.  The  Bulletin 
entries  over  the  years  also  contain  many  inaccuracies  and  these  have  been  compounded 
by  Dr  Hulett  in  his  table. 

I  refrain  from  publishing  a  more  comprehensive  table  at  this  time  as  I  am  engaged 
upon  updating  Brown  on  the  whole  series  of  Elizabethan  silver  but  I  must  correct  some 
of  Dr  Hulett’s  mistakes. 

For  my  own  part  as  a  mere  collector  of  the  series  I  feel  that  overmarks  and  overdates 
are  of  interest  and  importance  and  would  opine  that  the  majority  of  other  collectors 
share  my  view.  For  Dr  Hulett  to  count  these  with  the  ‘normal’  coins  of  the  later  variety 
merely  serves  to  discount  them  entirely  and,  in  so  doing,  creates  anomalies.  In  certain 
cases  the  overmarked  or  overdated  piece  is  the  ‘normal’  coin  although  in  the  confines  of 
a  monthly  sales  list  it  may  not  always  be  so  noted.  For  example,  whilst  I  agree  with  Dr 
Hulett  that  Ermine  1572  is  a  common  threepence,  in  fact  the  variety  with  the  final  figure 
stamped  over  an  inverted  two  is  more  common  than  the  pieces  reading  only  1572. 
Likewise,  1566  Lion  over  Portcullis  (on  either  or  both  sides)  is  more  common  than  Lion 
1566  although  only  time  and  a  strong  magnifying  glass  will  confirm  this.  Eglantine  1576/5 
is  more  common  than  1576  alone. 

Further,  1577  never  appears  as  a  solo  date,  the  final  figure  is  always  stamped  over  a  6, 
a  5  or  sometimes  both  earlier  figures.  All  1563  reverses  are  struck  over  1562  dies 
although  some  coins  show  the  2  having  been  etched  from  the  die. 

Dr  Hulett  actually  missed  some  dates  in  his  searches.  He  omits  Pheon  1565  and 
Eglantine  1573  although  both  were  offered  twice  during  the  1950-1985  period  in  the 
Bulletin.  He  also  fails  to  distinguish  the  Pheon  156Z  from  the  far  more  common  arabic  2. 
In  fairness  to  Dr  Hulett  on  this  point  although  four  such  coins  were  listed  for  sale  in  the 
Bulletin  between  1950-1985  only  one  (Item  H5762June  1976)  is  correctly  typed  as  156Z. 

The  most  serious  inaccuracy  in  the  table  is  the  listing  of  misprinted  items  as 
‘acceptable’  coins.  The  following  do  not  exist,  although  Dr  Hulett  faithfully  reproduces 
them  from  earlier  Bulletins'.  Acorn  1572;  Eglantine  1578;  Latin  Cross  1579  and  Greek 
Cross  1580.  Despite  the  fact  that  R.  Carlyon-Britton  and  II.  A.  Seaby  published  Latin 
Cross  1582  on  several  occasions  I  have  yet  to  be  convinced  that  it  is  correct  and  not  a  mis- 
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reading  of  a  worn  or  clipped  sword  mint  mark. 

Dr  Hulett  mentions  one  or  two  surprises  but  Eglantine  1576  is  not  a  scarce  coin  and 
Acorn  1573  is  extremely  common.  1  do  not  understand  the  reference  to  the  latter  being 
traditionally'  rare  although  it  has  been  inadvertently  so  described  in  one  Bulletin  entry. 
I  he  surprises  are  nothing  more  than  the  anomalies  normally  thrown  up  when  one  takes 
a  small  sample  from  only  one  sales  source,  albeit  over  a  thirty-five  year  period.  Need¬ 
less  to  say.  1  disagree  with  Dr  Hulett's  findings  on  rarities.  Ignoring  overmarks  and 
overdates,  the  only  rare  threepences  are  Eglantine  1573  and  Acorn  1574.  The  scarce 
dates  are  Pheon  1563  and  1565,  Lion  1567  and  Castle  1571.  Whilst  l  agree  mostly  with 
Dr  Hulett’s  list  and  comments  with  regard  to  the  common  items,  he  has  failed  to 
segregate  the  Pheon  1561  large  flan  variety  which  is  far  less  common  than  the  normal 
flan  coin.  Crown  1567  and  1569,  Acorn  1573  and  Latin  Cross  1 5S( )  and  1581  should  be 
added  to  the  list  of  the  commonest  coins  leaving  all  the  other  dates  in  the  normal 
(neither  very  common  nor  rare)  bracket. 

I  trust  this  submission  will  be  of  benefit  to  collectors  of  the  series.

Commonwealth  Games  Coin.  In  answer  to  a 
written  Parliamentary  Question  from  Lord 
James  Douglas-Hamilton,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  The  Rt  Hon  Nigel  Lawson  MP, 
made  the  following  statement:  “The  Queen  has 
been  graciously  pleased  to  approve  the  Master 
of  the  Mint's  recommendation  that  a  special  12 
piece  be  issued  to  commemorate  the  Common¬ 
wealth  Games  in  Edinburgh  in  1986.  There  will 
be  a  normal  version  of  the  coin  issued  at  face 
value,  and  collectors’  versions,  in  precious 
metals  and  base  metals,  issued  at  a  premium  ". 

Commenting  on  this  announcement  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx  today  (3  May 
1985),  the  Economic  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 
Mr  Ian  Stewart  MP,  said:  “This  will  be  the  first 
occasion  on  which  a  £2  coin,  other  than  in  gold, 
will  have  been  issued  in  the  United  Kingdom.  I 
should  therefore  make  it  clear  that,  although 
the  £2  coin  w  ill  technically  be  legal  tender  for  its 
face  value,  as  other  commemorative  coins  have 
been,  we  have  no  plans  to  issue  a  coin  of  this 
denomination  for  normal  circulation.” 

This  will  be  the  first  time  that  the  United 
Kingdom  have  issued  a  coin  to  commemorate  a 
sporting  event,  although  Australia,  Canada 
and  New;  Zealand  have  issued  coins  to  comme¬ 
morate  previous  Commonwealth  Games. 

The  £2  coin  will  be  similar  in  size  and  weight 
to  the  gold  double  sovereign .  —  News  Release 
from  the  Royal  Mint.

5.  The  Assembly  reviewed  the  operation  of  the  International  Bureau  tor  the  Suppression  ol 
Counterfeit  Coins  (I.B.S.C.C.),  which  was  founded  by  the  I.A.P.N.  in  1975.  The  Bureau  is 
currently  being  run  by  its  Secretary,  Laurence  Brown.

7.  The  Assembly  reviewed  the  workings  of  its  "Early  Warning  System”,  which  was  thought  to  be 
of  continuing  value  in  notifying  members  quickly  about  thefts  of  individual  coins  and 
collections.

9.  The  Association  awarded  its  Book  Prize  (Prix  de  l  A.FN.P.)  for  1985  to  I). M. Metcalf's 
Coinage  of  the  Crusades  and  the  Latin  East  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum  Oxford  (Royal 
Numismatic  Society).  Since  its  Salzburg  meeting  in  1982  the  I.A.P.N.  has  conferred  its  Book 
Prize  on  a  recently  published  book  which  the  members  feel  has  made  an  exceptional 
contribution  to  numismatic  knowledge. 

10.  The  Assembly  finalized  its  plans  for  the  publication  of  a  volume  of  original  articles  by  its 
members,  to  appear  in  September  1986  in  commemoration  of  the  l.A.P.N's  35th  year. 

1  I.  The  I.A.P.N.  will  underwrite  the  publication  of  A  Survey  of  Numismatic  Research,  which  will 
be  distributed  during  the  10th  International  Congress  of  Numismatics  in  London  next  year. 

12.  In  addition  to  its  present  publishing  activities,  the  I.A.P.N.  will  attempt  to  provide  limited 
financial  help  to  authors  on  a  selective  basis. 

1 3.  During  an  excursion  to  kongsberg,  members  and  guests  took  a  guided  tour  of  the  Silver  Mines 
Museum,  followed  by  a  typical  Norwegian  buffet  lunch  hosted  by  the  Royal  Norwegian  Mint 
and  its  Director,  Ole  R.  Kilberg,  in  the  Silver  Mines,  and  afterwards  enjoyed  a  fascinating  tour 
of  the  Mines.
